One day there is a report that gasoline rationing 
is to start immediately and that the vast majority of 
motorists will be denied any fuel whatsoever. The next 
day you will hear the opposite. One day you will hear 
that there is really no rubber shortage and that it is 
just another government-created scare. 
The next day 
you will hear the opposite. 
And so on and so on. 
You may take it for granted that a large proportion 
of th3 rumors you hear have been deliberately con­ 
cocted and maliciously spread by Axis agents. 
The 
best rule to follow is not to believe any of the whispered 
reports reaching you. and under no circumstances to 
give circulation to rumors reaching you, however cred­ 
ible. 
When you pass on a rumor that has been circu­ 
lated by Axis agents, you are doing just what the 
enemy wants you to do. 
Keep cool, conserve your ear mileage resources, and 
remember that no matter how tough the situation may 
become, our discomforts are only fractional to those our 
boys arc undergoing on far-flung battlefronts and more 
particularly in the “foxholes of Bataan and the batteries 
of Corregidor.” 


SALVAGE DRIVE TOMORROW 
It should be well known by now that the Salvage 
for Victory campaign in Warren county will be con­ 
ducted tomorrow. 
The need for scrap material is very acute. In some 
instances steel mills have reached the virtual closing 
stage for lack of scrap to keep going. 
In the final analysis this war is going to be won 
by American production efforts and it is therefore highly 
necessary that all do what they t an to help win the 
battle of production. 
Scrap or salvage materials you have around the 
house will play no small part in that fight. 
Have it 
ready for truck collection tomorrow and have the com­ 
fortable feeling you have done your part in the battle 
that increases in tempo each day. 
Incidentally, there are 75 kinds of iron and steel 
scrap and it takes from 25 to So gross tons of scrap 
to make a carload. 
A carload is the smallest quantity 
that can be shipped separately. 
Scrap dealers are not hoarding when you see scrap 
in their yards— they may be sorting and preparing it 
for the mills and foundries. 
It is shipped as soon as 
they get a carload of any one Kind. 
Scrap yards and 
auto wrecking yards are two entirely different kinds 
of businesses. 
Various mills need different kinds of scrap, and 
it is the scrap dealer’s job to get the right kind of scrap 
to the mills for certain grades of steel. 
You can help fill a carload more quickly by having 
your scrap ready for the collectors tomorrow.

News that Pierre Laval has been restored to power 
in Vichy is most unpleasant, but should not come as 
a surprise. 
For some time there have been indications that 
German pressure was forcing the senile Detain and the 
Anglophobe Darlan toward complete military collabor­ 
ation with the Reich.

London have realized that the wooing of Vichy by our 
State Department could do no more, at best, than defer 
the inevitable.
